In  Clirisiiaii  rouilisy  and  (oinplinnrc 
willitlie  rvcoainicndatioiiof  the  Cliief  xMa* 
gistrate  of  tliis  &$tale,  us  also  in  accordance 
with  our  own  desires,  wc  have  iiiettogelher 
to  make  a  periodical  puhlic  obliitioii  ot 
our  lienrts  to  Aluiijhiy  God,”  in  fervent 
thanksgiving  for  tlie  iiiestiinahle  Itivors  he* 
stowed  on  us  us  a  iialion,  and  as  individual 
menihers  thereof.  To  impress  deeply  on 
our  minds  llie  value  of  those  hlessiiigs  for 
wliicii  we  already  have  returned  ilianks  hy 
solemn  prayer,  and  for  the  perpetuity  ol 
which  we  ^Ojiplicated  tlie  eoiitmued  visible 
favor  of  Heaven  towards  this  land  and  tin 
inhabitants  thereof,  let  us  briefly  review 
them— examining,  with  giatitude  and  admi¬ 
ring  wonder,  their  origin,  progress  and  pre¬ 
sent  state. 

We  invite,  then,  your  attention  to  the 
remarks  which  may  be  oflfered  on  the  7lli 
nnd  two  following  verses  of  the  4th  chapter 
of  Deuteronomy. 

••  For  what  nation  is  there  so  great,  who 
I'.ath  God  so  nigh  unto  them,  as  the  Lord  our 
Go  I  is  in  all  t  lings  < h jt  u  c  call  u|.on  him  Ibr? '' 

The  history  of  our  rommon  country— 
its  privileges  and  insiilulions— is  but  little 
else  than  a  narraiion  of  miracles,  lie  who 
cannot  seethe  operaiion  of  a  divinely  presi¬ 
ding  and  supremely  eontroling  Providenre 
in  every  one  of  its  momentons  trials  nnd 
events,  must  deny  either  the  evidence  of  all 
history- the  deductions  of  ail  rinsoning. 
or  the.  existence  of  all  Divinity.  From  the 
invention  of  the  mariner's  compass,  to  the 
discovery  of  our  continent,  to  tin  settle¬ 
ment  of  North  America,  to  the  deelaration 
an  1  maintenance  of  our  independence,  to 
the  formation  of  our  present  excellent  Con¬ 
stitutions,  to  our  ^e:•ond  war.  and  tothe pre¬ 
sent  time,  every  event  is  big  with  impor- 
tiincc  to  onr  posterity  and  to  the  world. — 
We  have,  ns  yet,  seen  but  the  dawning  of  the 
day  of  freedom— the  lever  and  the  fulcrum 
which  shnil  shake  the  errors  hihI  the  des|M»t- 
isms  of  the  world  to  their  centre— the  end 
of  tint  coil  which  shall  ultimately  bind  the 
nations  in  equal  and  harmonioas  union, 
and  make  mankind  own  each  other  as  breth¬ 
ren  in  common.  And  to  “our  own,  our 
native  land”  we  must  look  for  the  origin  of 
all  these  events— to  her  we  must  cast  our 
eyes  nnd  see  “Time’s  noblest  empire” 
pnive  his  last. 

True ;  many  toils  and  struggles  may  yet 
await  us.  but  they  will  bo  but  the  shadows 
oftbosc  which  have  preoedod  tbem.  That 


same  divine  Power  which  inis  already  taken  | 
the  hearts  of  the  people  under  its  control, 
and  turned  them  ns  the  riveis  of  waters- 
made  them  witling,  in  the  day  of  its  power, 
to  be  free,  when  iliey  sought  but  an  tdlevia- 
tion  of  oppression — is  ovr  God,  and  the  God 
of  our  posterity,  even  us  he  was  the  God  ol 
our  futlicrs— he  is  nigh  unto  us,  as  he  was 
unto  them,  nnd  our  calls  has  he  answered 
as  he  did  theirs.  That  wc  may  prove  and 
illustrate  the  truth  of  these  dcelaratmiis— 
as  well  us  elevate  the  patriot  soul  with  t  mo¬ 
tions  of  profound  gratiinile  and  lei\eiil 
thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God — permit  its 
to  review  a  lew  of  the  i.ifTieultics  attetid- 
itig  the  declaration  atid  the  su|ipoit  of  Loth 
our  civil  atid  religious  liherttcs  and  rights. 
Passing  by  the  pcrseenliotis  of  the  pilgrims 
in  Furope,  hy  whii  h  this  country  wt.s]HU- 
pled  more  hy  Disst  liters  than  by  persons 
attached  to  the  established  ehureli  of  Lng- 
!am!— the  perseeui ions  waged  hy  tlsosevit} 
Dissenters  against  the  baptists,  Q^uakt  r.'. 
&ie.,  hy  whieli  we  were  taught  nnd  warinii 
against  their  intolerant  entds  and  disposi¬ 
tions — as  well  as  various  similar  events,  in 
w  Inch  the  finger  of  Providence  was  <  qually 
visible — we  come  to  consider  the  ditlieul- 
ties  attendant  on  the  deelaiation  and  main- 
tetiiinceof  our  nalional  indepiniknee. 

Born,  ediientcil,  and  reared  in  a  monr.r 
ehial  governmeid — taught  to  beliete  tl  at 
the  limited  monarchy  of  Great  lirilain  was 
the  purest,  b  st  and  freest  government  with¬ 
in  the  capacities  of  mankind  to  estahli.sh 
and  perpeinate — regarding  Fnghmd  as  theii 
mother  country,  and  its  king  us  a  eommon 
parent — it  certainly  riquireil  no  trifling 
efliirt  in  our  sires  to  declare  llKseColuniis 
free  nnd  inde|>endent.  In  despite  of  ah 
their  injuries,  they  still  were  allached  to  tin 
government,  and  more  especially  to  tin 
people  of  Britain,  fi^peaking  tlie  same  lun- 
4uage,  influeneed  by  similar  customs,  anil 
acting  under  similar  manners — our  lathers 
looked  upon  themselves  “  ns  members  ol 
the  siinie  empire- subjects  of  the  satin 
sovereign,  and  partners  in  the  same  consti¬ 
tutions  and  laws.”  Hence  all  their  efliirts 
were  directed  to  eflect,  not  division,  but 
union — not  scparaiiun,  but  reconciliation— 
not  independein  c.  hut  equality  in  submis¬ 
sion.  They  sought  peacT,  not  war— con¬ 
cord,  not  ilissetision— protection,  not  free¬ 
dom.  How  benignant  that  almighty  Pow¬ 
er  whicli  defeated  llieir  im|H-rlec  t  and  short 
sighted  aim !  What  dues  nut  the  world  ol 
freemen,  and  of  hearts  panting  Ibr  liberty, 
owe  to  Heaven. lor  havingybrcrol  ourgullaiil 
forefathers  irrevocably  to  pass  the  goal  at 
which  they  aimed,  and  allerwards  for  lead¬ 
ing  them  to  liberty,  iodcpcndeitoc  and  glo¬ 
rious  poooc ! 


The  quarrel  of  Americans  with  Britsiiv 
was  iliat  of  a  tender,  uflcclionate  and  duti¬ 
ful  child  with  an  unfeeling,  unnatural  and 
cruel  I  arent.  Love  and  duty  warred  to- 
togeiher  in  their  own  hreast-v— tlicir  sense 
ol  injuries  was  nearly  overwhelmed  l-y  sup- 
post  d  ohligations  due  to  paternity— by  grali- 
iiidc  for  past  gmal  effir-es,  end  ly  the  filial 
honds  ot  iiBliirai  afiiition.  In  addition  to 
the  reluetiniec  whit  hall  men  kel  to  throw 
ofl'ilic  influence  of  early  liahiis— to  disregard 
ilie  lessons  of  1  heir  iiilant  years— and  to 
s(  VI  r  the  I  nnds  wide  hlife  east  uiiiui.d  tlnm 
i  t  their  birth,  and  which  iviry  ii|  |Toc«h  to¬ 
wards  im-iiliood  has  Ceiet  iited— our  iiirc- 
liitln  IS  had  reason  lodrindllieile.ik  and  ovir- 
wlndming  elouds  of  tor.uring  unrrrininly. 
by  whieli  the  future  was  iiii|  eiitliahly  en¬ 
veloped.  Should  they  explore  it?  The 
ex|)<ei(d  but  uiieeitiiiii  l.ope  might  he  ron- 
VI  til d  into  lixed  and  fatal  I'espair— the 
soiiuht  fur  giKMl  might  prove,  when  Ibund, 
!i  bitter  evil— a  devastating  raise! 

Groaning  under  the  weight  of  indeseriba- 
hie  ofipression.s— the  streets  of  their  towns 
iiiid  cities  sprinkled  witli  the  crimson  cur¬ 
rent  of  theircountrynien's  veins— the  plaint 
of  Le.\ington  smoking  with  the cnsnngnined 
ofieriiigii  of  Freerlom’s  martyis— theircom- 
meree  broken  up — their  patriots  tempted 
hy  insulting  bribery,  and  then  branded  is 
irtiiiors  heeause  they  were  incorruptible— 
theio.selves  insulted— li.eir  wives  and  little 
ones  wantonly  abused  by  a  powerful  and 
insolent  soldiery— smarting  undrr  a  thou- 
Miiid  injuries,  and  drivtn  to  despair  by  the 
ilircHis  of  many  niort— they  at  lust  were 
forced — yes  ;  we  thunk  Gnd  that  they  were 
FORCKD  to  appeal  to  the  God  of  battles— 
the  Lord  of  hosts— nnd  to  seek  reconeilia- 
ion  at  the  hnyoiici’s  point,  and  before  the 
cannon's  mouth,  ^'hat  desperate  madness, 
if  the  work  of  shortsighti-d  man  !— but  as 
the  act  of  the  all-.setiiig,  all-providing  Jeho¬ 
vah,  what  wisdom— wlint  boundless  be- 
iiitrnity  toward  the  liberty-aspiring  children 
of  America— of  tlie  world  !  For  inlerior  in 
numbers,  in  wcaltli,  in  discipline- in  raery 
thhg  but  the  righteousness  and  justice  of 
their  caii.se.  and  in  their  reliance  on  divine 
Providence,  they  were  forced  into  the  last, 
ilie  dreadful  alti  n  alive! 

Tlio  bitter  apj  eal  was  mads— the  wrar 
cry  of  “  Liberty  or  Death,”  sounded  from 
.Vlninc  to  Georgis,  and  lliewo.rid  looked  on. 
in  silence,  at  the  madness  of  the  nnprepsred 
Colonists.in  daring  to  deride  hdween  slave¬ 
ry  and  resistance.  But  that  Providence  to 
which  they  so  confidently  appealed— that 
God  in  wiiom  they  so  firmly  truster),  was 
with  them  in  the  counsel  and  in  the  field— 
He  nerved  the  bared  arm  of  defenre  in  tbo 
bstUe,  and  guided,  witb  resiatkci  ibroi  pM 
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falchion’s  point  wliich  struck  lor  i'reccloiii 
and  our  native  land.  And  yet,  such  was 
the  ahortsiglitedncss  of  our  revolutionary 

Eatriots,  as  even  sonic  of  you  may  rcnicin- 
er,  alter  all  this,  and  much  more,  they  still 
sought  for  reconciliation,  and  a  restoratio.i 
of  that  brotherly  amity  which  had  been 
destroyed  by  the  ruthless  oppressions  of  the 
mother  country ! 

Oh,  God  of  heaven,  we  thank  thee  for 
their  disapjMiintmeiit  numu  we  bless 

fur  hardening  the  lieiirt  of  (’olunibia’s 
Pharaoh,  for  thereby  we  were  m.ide  free! 
Yes-;’ grievous  as  then  appeared  the  ehas- 
tiacinents  which  the  faxorof  lletiveii  |)er- 
niitted  to  fall  upon  our  country,  yet  is  our 
everlasting  gratitude  due  to  ilim  lor  permit¬ 
ting  that  country’s  bravest  sons  tolaithrcat- 
cned  w’ith  the  seall'old  and  the  gibbet,  until 
hn[K;  withered  into  unnihilation,  and  for¬ 
bearance,  dried  to  the  dregs,  was  converted 
to  bitter  and  determined  despair.  The 
chasm  of  dilfcrance  became  an  impassable 
gulf,  and,  by  the  declaration  of  our  inde- 
pendenCi',  we  were  liirevcr  separateil  from 
.tho  king— -the  pimple — the  government  oi 
Britain.  “Oil,  that  men  would  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  for  bis  wonder¬ 
ful  works  to  the  children  of  men” — “for 
be  hath  broken  the  gtites  of  lirtiss,  and  cut 
the  bars  of  iron  asunder” — “  I'or  he  salis- 
ficth  the  longing  soul,  and  fillelh  the  hungry 
soul  with  goodness!”  “Forxvhat  nation 
is  tliprc  so  great  i  who  hath  Go.i  sit  nigh 
unto  them,  ns  the  Lord  our  God  is  in  alt 
things  tiint  we  call  Ujton  him  fori” 

Thus  linve  wc  hrivtly  laid  before  you  the 
the  origin  and  establishment  of  onr  civil 
rights— but  turn  we  now  to  exainiiin  ibe as¬ 
saults  and  defeats  of  ujtpressurs  of  ur.utber 
kind. 

That  many  of  onr  divines  and  religion¬ 
ists  lent  their  innuence  in  favor  of  our 
country,  and  onr  country  nhne,  we  eamioi 
doubt— hut  that  we  do  donht  the  purity  el 
the  motives  whielt  netuuted  some  of  our 
sectarians,  in  espousing  tlic  cause  of  our 
country,  we  will  not  deny.  Among  the 
dissenters  there  prohahly  were  some  (we 
jutlge  by  their  after  actions  and  expressions) 
who  had  lung  sighed  for  the  eeelesiaslical 
security,  power  and  etno’umenis  enjoyed  by 
the  established  Chiircli,  in  the  mulliereonn- 
try,  and  wlio,  wlieii  ilic  revolution  eom- 
menced,  took  part  in  it  merely  lliat  they 
’might  cast  down  Episcoptiey  forever  in  this 
land,  and  erect  here  a  bierareliy  of  tlieir 
own— composed  of  their  own  ileiioTuinaiion 
— supporting  tlieir  own  erccd.  Ileiiccwe 
find  that,  on  b'niniiig  the  Constitution  of  tlie 
Uiiitetl  States,  varntits  expressions  (and  we 
believe  exertions,)  were  made  in  f.ivor  ol 
a  religious  test,  and  the  aeknowl  dgmeni 
of  certain  doetriiial  tenets  tberuin.  And 
most  astonishing  is  it,  find  almost  iniraeii- 
luus,  that. they  did  not  succeed,  ns  they  did. 
at  least  in  part,  aueccisl  in  iiijriMlueing 
an  exclusion  of  the  Jews  in  some  of  the 
State  Cunttitutiona,  of  the  Catholic  <  in 
otliers.  of  the  Unitarians  inoilu  rs.  of  Deists 
in  others,  and  of  Atlieists  in  many,  from 
^  o^ine.  if  not  alt,  of  the  privileges  of  citi- 
Had  they  succeeded  to  the  ex¬

-honid  he  of  the  government— and  iiilini:i- 
ted  that  they  had  la  tter  attend  to  tlieir  own 
laisiness  as  religionist--,  than  elaim  front 
government  ilnit  whielt  it  eonid  not  give,  * 
lint  this  advice  was  loo  good  for  litem  to 
follow — they  iiiiisl  again  enlist  the  defeating

Me  of  tiie  U.  S.  Constitution,  so  lluit  it 
slionld  begin  “  In  the  name  of  the  most  holy 
iiiid  indivisible  trinity."  TbaiiksioH  |  ro- 
leeiiiig  Heaven  the  sacred  ebnrter  xd  our 
msliliilioiis  xviis  prisi  rved  from  ll.e  tqually 
inli-ebristi:;ii  and  imii-republiean  )  olltiiion.

•iiiiid,  xvoulil  be  “confirmation  strong  as 
Holy  Writ,”  of  tbeir  disafiii lion  lo  free 
insiitiiiiiins,  and  tbeir  dclermim.iioii  to  make 
governmenl  Mil  serx  ieoi  to  Ibe  i  xelitsive  in- 
teristsol  tbeir  del. omiiiiiiion.  lloxvgratc- 
ful,  Ibcii,  oiigbl  xve  to  be  to  onr  GikI,  that 
.iniong  a  people  prolessiiig,  getitrtdly,  a 
belief  in  tbeir  erei  I's,  and  yielding  niucli 
boinage  to  tlicir  infiiienee,  tin  re  yet  hr.s 
exer  remniiied  siicb  a  sitpi  ral  undance  of 
vir'iie,  inlelligenee,  and  indi  pendeiirc  of 
mind  miil  iieiion,  ns  liiiim|  lianlly  lo  riaist 
aii  l  defei.l  tbeir  plmis  ! 

But  tliese  public  arts  are  not  tlieir  only 
attemi'.ts  to  oxeiliirii  anil  destroy  onr  reli- 
•gions  liberties  iiml  rigbls.  Tl  i  ir  seo  et 
arts  biive  been  l•qnally  impious  mul  daring. 
Ry  s.-eri'l  eonil  iiini  on  anil  invisilile  liiree 
liny  b:ive  insicliouslv  stierirdnl  in  marly, 
if  not  quite  every  ^late,  in  prornring  tho 
passage  of  laws  deciding  wliicli  day  of  the 
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week  is  the  Christiiin  Snbhntli,  atul  viifor* 
ring  the  «»bscrvance'tluTeol‘,  in  preli  rencc 
to  nil  other  day!*,  under  lienvy  pains  and 
penalli(!9,  to  the  injury  oC  Jews,  s  veiilii- 
tiny  Oliristiiins,  and  otliers,  and  eontrary  lo 
the  ex|)rcss  provisions  of  oiir  Coiisiiintions 
nml  Udls  of  Uiirbls.  Li  t  ns,  niy  trieials, 
be  tliankt'ul  lo  vio  l  ilial  tlii»4.-,ilieir  niieliris- 
tian,  uiiuo.istitulioaal  innovations  are  now 
liein^  disr.ovvred  Iry  t.ur  lellow-eilizjns — 
tliat  the  law  autlionziii^  city  eon^r.-g  dioiis 
to  ehain  up  ilie  sireels  on  the  tirst  day  oi 
the  week,  lo  the  ir.jnry  oC  our  lellow-eiii- 
Zens*  lilteriiis  and  lives,  lias  been  ulreuily 
rapaale  l  in  (’ennsylvania,  and  we  trust  son. i 
will  be  n!>u!isln‘d  in  every  Estate  in  llie 
Union,  together  with  all  sinniarenaelnients. 
Their  o  ic.t  iszret  (but  now  public)  eireular. 
teco:nineiiJiiig  a  union  of  eertain  seels — 
the  Hdo,itioii  of  a  ndional  creeil,  cosiuaie, 
clergy,  an. I  a  supiairt  for  llie  latter  out  ot’ 
tite  nation's  funds  or  pro|>eriy — tlie  famous 
«eeret  coniinission,  with  its  aceoinpanying 
plans  for  organizing  all  Presbyterians  in 
the  United  S^tates  into  a  money  amassing 
cuinliination  (as  |(u!)lisb(al  by  tlie  Philadel¬ 
phia  Assoeiation  of  Univers.ilisis,  by  one 
«f  whom  the  original  is  yet  held  in  trust) 
their  secret  |ilan  for  establishing  religio-po- 
litieo  presses  in  every  seetion  of  the  eoiin- 
try,  l>y  begged  capital,  and  liireingall  news¬ 
papers  to  fall  in  willi  their  plans,  or  lie  pul 
«iuwn  (thus  placing  under  their  exelnsive 
co'itrol  all  the  political  power  in  t!ie  Union, 
whic'i  is  wielded  by  the  pualie  press) — :he 
alteration  of  the  Si^eriplnres  by  tin*  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society*— the  secret  forma. ion  ol 
•'a  U  iristi  in  poly  i.i  politics,"  so  b  ipidly 
disclos.sl  by  one  of  tlieirU-a  Icrs,  Dr.  Cly, 
«nd  seconded  by  sjver.d  otlier  divines  of 
the  same  stimp; — ilia  alterations  of  the 
«,'ho :>l  boo'vs  in  com  non  use  by  tlie  S.  !?. 
Unio  i,  discover  (I  by  the  Senate  of  Pcmi- 
sylvania.  and  forming  a  prineipd  reason 
(torelher  witli  the  secret  pnliticai  aims  o! 
that  inslit.fion)  fir  not  incorporating  it — 
together  with  the  providential  discovery  ol 
other  mysteries  of  iniquity,  iliscovereil,  too. 
before  they  became  tiangerous.  and  as  rapid¬ 
ly  ns  they  were  formcil — all  call  for  the 
nckuowlc  Igmcnt  that  Go  I  is  with  this  na¬ 
tion,  its  liberties  an  I  free  insiiiniions,  an  I 
demanil  gratitude  and  Ih  niksgiving  lo  God 
who  seelh  under  the  whole  heuvens,  so 
that  there  is  no  place  where  the  workers  of 
iniquity  miy  hi  lj  t'la  ni.dves. 

Well,  indeed,  may  we  ask,  in  wondering 
rapture,  “  For  what  nation  is  there  so  great ; 
who  hiilh  God  so  nigh  unto  them,  ns  the 
Lord  our  G.n.l  is  in  all  things  that  we  call 
upon  him  fori”

We  have  not  named 
many  similar))  lansof  which  we  have*  know¬ 
ledge — and  how  many  are  there  now  not 
remend)cred,  or  never  heard  of — but  we 
must  eoinmence  a  new  theme — vihat  we 
Imve  s  :id,  is,  we  trust,  sullicient  to  animate 
your  h.'aits  witli  overflow ing  gratitude  for 
our  count  y's  c:seape  fro.o  all  these  dangers, 
.111(1  to  lead  }'on,  with  |)iotis  humility,  to 
pr.iisc  God  f.rjiast  liivois  in  the  words  ol 
our  text,  and  l.y  the  fntnre  action.s  of  your 
lives.  ••  For  (truly )  wh  it  nation  is  there 
.so  great ;  who  liath  God  so  nigh  nntn  tliein 
as  the  Lord  unr  God  is  in  all  things  that 
we  call  njion  him  fur  1 

••  And  what  nation  is  there  so  great,  that 
lialh  statutes  and  judgments  so  riglilenns,  as 
all  this  law  w  hic!)  1  set  heforeyuu  this  day  V' 
riie  very  |jrinei|)k*  on  whieh  tlicse  tfiates 
were  deelari*d  fr(*e  and  inde|)erident  is  that 
eternal  and  iminntable  law  of  unr  tiatiire, 
wliieh  eommends  itself  ns  trutli  to  every 
iin  Iprstanding,  That  all  men  are  created 
equally  free,  and  are  gi lied  hy  nature,  and 
by  nature's  Go  I.  with  ctertaiii  nnalienable 
rights,  among  wbieli  are  liti*.  liberty, and  the 
|im'>nit  of  lia|i|>itiess.  Tlial  for  the  |inr|iose 
of  |)reserving  these  riglits,  governnn  ots  are 
insiitnted  among  men  ;  deriving  tlieir  pow- 
i  r.s  frnm  the*  c*niisent  of  the  governed.  Any 
tiling,  then,  wliieli  does  not  interlere  witli 
the  nnalienable  rights  of  otliers,  I  may 
p.rform  without  let.  hindrance,  nr  mo- 
lesiation.  Sncli  is  tliouglit,  s|ieccl).  and 
Ihe  wor.slii))  of  my  (.'reiiior.  Wiib  ilie.se, 
iiiiUur  the  nlbreiiieniioned  proviso,  none 
have  a  riglit  to  iuterfer**.  This  is  a  pi  in(*i|i1e 
acknowledged  in  every  Billof  llighls  in  the 
Uii'0!i,  as  well  as  in  tin*  Constitution  of  Ihe 
United  St.ctes,  in  several  5t|ale  (.'oustitn- 
lions,  and  i.i  the  Declaration  of  our  Na- 
lion.il  Inde|i(*nd(Uicc.  If  none  ean  delegate 
rights  they  do  not  possess — then,  in  every 
c*ase  wlieiv  ('ni'S  itutiinis,  or  laws  eontra- 
veiiethis  nniversally  admitl(*(l  piin(U|ile,  it 
is  not  lieennselliere  is  an  error  in  the  Bill  ol 
— lint  in  the  Con.stilnlions  and  laws 
— |Miwer  has  hc'en  (lelei!nlt*cl  •.vhieli  was  not 
jMissessed.  rite  greatest  |ierfeclioii.  then, 
of  government,  will  have  been  attained 
w’lien  the  nearest  gtnieral  aH.similation  has 
tieen  made  toward  the  acknowledgment,  and 
security  from  violation,  of  every  princi|ile 
|iroclafmed  in  our  Deelaration  of  lnile|)cn- 
il(*ncc,  and  our  Bills  of  Rights.  That  we 
are  |)rogressing — and  rapidly  progressing — 
toward  this  perft*rtion.  is  evident  from  what 
has  already  Ihtu  stated,  as  well  as  from  the 
farts  that,  in  Maryland  Ihe  once  proserilird 
lew  is  now  |)ermiiled  to  lie  a  eilizen — in 
several  other  Slates  equally  disgraceful  ex - 
(*lusions  have  Ikicu  hImiUsIiciI — in  many 
.'rinles  |)ersons  once  ox(*ln(le(l  from  otlices 
mil  the  witnessc*s’  stands,  arc  now  n*Ci  ived 
■IS  rulers  and  wilin‘ssi*s— that  niu-onstitu 
•  ional  law’s  arc  lH*ing  r  qii.llv  rejioaled,  or 
ire  .snU'ere.!  lo  lieeoine  a  ilead  letter  on  the 
statute  hooks — while  iisjiiring  (*eelesiasiic*s 
ire  hetler  and  more  nirrowly  w*at«!hed, 
sharply  rebuked,  and  closely  curbed,  than 
ever. 


If  we  wanted  prewfs  of  the  latter  ssser- 
tion  we  could  find  them  in  their  frequent 
complaints  against  government  for  with¬ 
holding  exclusive  support  and  pecuniary 
gifts — imnimirs  that  ••  God  was  voted  out  of 
Ihe  Coiisliiulioii'’ — infidels  are  chosen  to 
lie  rulers — Universalists  are  allowe  d  lu  tes¬ 
tily  in  eonrts  of  jnsiiee— and  pimig,  godly 
men.  tovnd  in  Ihe  faith,  eamiot  **  rule  and 
■govern  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord.”  We 
eonid  find  abundant  prnofs  in  their  threats 
of  jntigmenis  wliieb.  as  they  say,  GcmI  is 
about  lo  pour  out  oil  the  land— and  their 
struggles  to  retain  their  waning  influence, 
and  increase  their  lessening  numbers.  O, 
wliat  testimonials  of  tin;  goodness  of  our 
God  do  these  over-anxious  exertions,  and 
dying  murmurs  furnish  us — what  calls  for 
our  increased  exertions  in  the  cause  of 
fr«*<*iIom  and  equality — civil  and  religious- 
anil  for  our  unwearied  gratitude  to  the  Bc- 
siowcrof  these,  his  gmeious  favors  ! 

Though  under  the  Jewish  theocracy,  as 
esiahlislied  hyJihovah  for  wise  purposes, 
government  and  religion  went  liaiid  in  hand, 
aiding  and  sn|i|)orting  eneli  other— mingling 
their  doctrines  and  ceremonies— yet  niuler 
the  new  and  belter  eoienaiit,  as  it  w.'.s  in¬ 
tended  not  for  one  nation,  nor  one  govern¬ 
ment  only,  but  for  all  and  diflt  r(*nt  ones, 
religion  and  law,  CImreli  and  Stale,  were 
earefnlly  se|)arati*d  from  I'aeh  other— each 
made  res|)onsil)le  to  itself,  nml  dependent  on 
itself — ami  immutable  as  cause  and  eft’eef, 
an  everlasting  rurse  was  affixed  lo  their 
mixture  or  union.  As  sulijeeis,  we  ore  en¬ 
joined  obedience  lu.  as  rrligioni'>ts,  inde- 
|)endpnce  of,  the  laws— as  politicians,  to 
regard  works  and  political  priiuiples  with¬ 
out  regard  lo  merely  rellgiius  npinioi.s  ; 
and  no  true  Christian,  no  tiue  n  |  ubliran, 
will  ever  act  or  ri  quire  i  tlierwisi  — Lnt  east¬ 
ing  his  eyes  back  ward  on  the  awTiilly  warn¬ 
ing  voice  ef  revelation,  history  nml  con¬ 
science,  will  nequirscc  in  and  irerform  these 
several  duties. 

These  prinei|)1ps  arc  spreading  almost 
witli  the  rapidity,  if  not  the  extent  of  light 
— es|)ecially  since  the  memoniblc  reports  of 
Col.  Johnson  on  the  Sunday  mail  peti¬ 
tions — rejiorls  wliieli  the  petitioners  will 
never  forgive  themselves  for  having  lieen  the 
means  of  producing — and  which  well  merit, 
IIS  they  have  received,  Ihe  title  ol  Decla- 
nilion  of  Religions  Indcfiendence.  The 
spread  of  information  on  these  subjects— 
the  iiirrenseof  meiina  to  spread  Ibal  infor¬ 
mation  and  means  of  understanding  it— 
given  so  liberally  in  every  distriei,  ward  and 
village  of  our  widely  extended  land— yes, 
and  even  in  the  nurseries  for  Christian 
Politicians,  the  Sunday  Febools  of  our 
enemi(*s — all  mil  for  our  uiiiteil  thanks  lo 
the  Giver  of  all  g<MNl.  who  hringelh  light 
out  of  darkness  and  i  dnees  giaid  from  evil. 

Let,  then,  the  Heallieii  nee.  and  thefico- 
l>1e  imagine  a  vain  thing — let  llu?  kings  of 
till*  earth  stand  uj*,  and  the  rulers  lie  gathered 
fogeili<*r  against  tiu*  Lord  and  his  Christ— 
igainst  true  knowledge,  and  equality,  and 
freedom — lei  them  heap  clouds  on  rlouda, 
and  add  darkness  to  the  night  of  error— light 
iffill  break  forth  in  their  midst,  and  thocfcc- 
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trie  shock  of  intelligence  will  cause  a  freer 
circulation  of  truth  amon;  their  votaries, 
and  they  will  find,  aa  t^ij  ahoaxfs  have 
found,  that  the  cause  of  truth  and  freedom 
irt/f  advance,  for  tlie  L  >r  I  Go  I  Oiiinipotent 
reigneth  to  do  according  to  his  will  in  the 
armies  of  heaven  luid  anion;;  the  inhabitants 
of  the  earth.  Let  the  children  of  men  re¬ 
joice  !  **  For  what  nation  is  there  so  great ; 

who  hath  God  so  nigh  unto  them,  as  tlie 
Lord  our  God  is  in  all  things  that  ws  call 
upon  him  for  t  And  what  nation  is  there 
ao  great,  that  hath  statutes  and  judgments 
ao  righteous  as  all  this  law  which  I  set  be- 
fore  you  this  day  ?” 

Only  take  heed  to  thyself,  and  keep  thy 
aoul  diligently,  lest  thou  forget  the  things 
thine  eyes  have  seen,  and  lest  they  depart 
from  thy  heart  all  the  days  of  thy  life  :  but 
teach  them  thy  sons,  and  thy  sons’  sons,” 
This  isa  weighty  and  solemn  injunclion— 
may  Heaven  in  mercy, grant  that  we  all  may 
fuel  it  and  duly  oIh^  it.  In  the  gushing 
moments  of  thankfulness  and  joy — in  the 
depressing  hours  of  adversity  and  sorrow- 
lot  us  cling,  with  devoted  performance,  h* 
this  duty  of  patriot  hearts  and  philantliropic 
feelings ! 

Bleesings  neglected,  are  gifisnliused  and 
perverted,  and  a  responsiblity  is  thus  incur¬ 
red  whicli  may  be  greater  than  we  are  wil¬ 
ling  to  bear.  The  bestlokens  of  our  grati- 
tutie  for  the  favors  of  Heaven  will  be  our 
efilirts  to  improve  and  perpetuate  them— to 
preserve  them  uncontuminated— free  from 
the  destroying  attempts  of  |>olitical  ty runts 
or  ecclesiastical  oppressors.  The  best  modi' 
of  doing  this  is.  as  we  conceive,  |M)iute<l  oui 
in  our  text.  And  on  you.  yc  mothers  and 
daughters  of  our  happy  land,  will  fall  tin- 
first  weight  of  this  pleiLsing  and  importniit 
duQr.  Your  influence  in  siKuety  is  much 
greater  than  many.  Slian  even  yourselves, 
are  aware  of.  IT  Esther,  llio  neice  of  Mor- 
decai,  was  able  to  direct  the  power  of  king 
Aliasucrus,  and  dofrat  the  wicked  designs 
of  Haman— if  n  poor  orphan  Jewess  could, 
in  an  unreflned  and  unchrisiian  tige  and 
country,  save  her  nation  and  her  people 
from  oppression  and  destruciion— shall  noi 
the  fair  daughters  of  our  liberal  and  enlight¬ 
ened  land  he  able  to  assist  in  preserving  ilie 
librrties  and  rights  for  which  their  fathers 
fought,  and  their  mothers  snfTered  ?  Ves— 
their  mothers  s  ifTcred !  Do  ye  doubt  ?  Look 
at  tlie  blazing  dwellings— the  ravaged  fields 
—the  murderwl  Imlies— the  orphaned  cliil- 
dreii— the  voluntary  as  well  as  the  war- 
made  widows  of  O'lr  revolutionary  strug¬ 
gle,  and  you  will  doubt  no  longer.  Hear 
Uie  language  of  the  wife  of  the  de(>arted 
Adams,  as  penned  in  a  letter  to  her  friend, 
at  that  periial 

**  Heaven  is  our  witness  that  wc  do  not 
rejoice  in  the  efliision  of  blood,  or  the  car¬ 
nage  of  the  hiim  in  species ;  hut  li.aving 
been  forced  to  draw  the  sword,  we  are  dc- 
tcrmiiiad  never  to  shentlie  it  slaves  of  Bri¬ 
tain. 

*•  Our  cause.^ir,  is,  I  trust,  the  cause  of 
truth  and  justice,  and  will  finally  prevail, 
though  the  combined  force  of  earth  and 

httt  shall  lias  against  it. 


“  To  iliis  cause  I  liive  sacrificed  much 
of  my  own  personal  happiness  by  giving  up 
to  the  councils  of  .America  one  of  my  near¬ 
est  connexions,  and  living  for  more  than 
three  years  in  a  slate  of  widowhood.” 

Let  these  sentiiiients  of  devotion  to  onr 
civil  and  religious  rights  he  felt  by  you,  and 
by  you  he  imparted  to  those  under  your 
coire — ••  teacli  them  to  thy  sons,  and  thy 
suns’  sons”— and  thougli  you  may  nut  be 
seen,  by  the  superficial,  as  the  prominent 
preservers  of  our  liberties,  yet  will  a  dis- 
cerningand  admiring  posterity  acknowledge 
and  justly  award  to  you  the  meed  your  exer¬ 
tions  des  trve. 

Be  not  deceived,  and  allured  into  slave¬ 
ry,  by  the  mock  tokens  of  confidence  and 
respect,  so  plentifully  sbowereil  on  your 
sex  by  the  religious  lenders  of  the  popular 
systems.  We  have  read  of  a  country  where 
shwp  were  venerated  as  the  gods  of  llu- 
nation.  An  invader,  aware  of  this  eireiim- 
stancp,  caused  liisnrmy  to  drive  In-fore  lliehi 
a  (luck  of  these  animals,  well  knowing  that 
the  invaded  people  would  not  fire  at  his  sol 
diery  for  fear  of  injuring  the  sheep.  Par- 
ion  the  simile,  when  we  say  that  in  this  man¬ 
ner  the  designing  clergy  of  our  land  art 
endeavoring  to  use  the  innueiicc  p(*ssesse(l 
by  your  sex,  for  the  promotion  of  their 
avaricious  and  ambitious  designs  on  the  lil>e- 
ml  portion  of  community.  And  their  thus 
using  females  but  proves  their  real  disregard 
«>f  your  merits  and  their  knowleilge  of  ilit- 
regard  which  freemen  truly  entertain  of  this 
••last,  host  gift”  of  God  to  man. 

To  yon,  my  friends  and  brethren,  is  e«tm- 
milted  the  more  arduous  strugxles  in  thi- 
ealiinct,  at  the  polls,  and,  if  ius;d  be,  in 
ihe  Imttic-field.

Am' 
when  you  find  that  laws  have  lieen  passisl, 
flerfignltiry  l«»  the  rights  fif  freemen  and 
contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our  institutions, 
will  your  gratitude  lead  you  to  continue 
them  in  force,  and,  by  your  supineness. 


acknowledge  the  principles  on  which  they 
are  based  ? 

If  such  lx;  your  gratitude,  it  is  a  curse  to 
yourselves,  yiear  cfiuntry  amt  ytiur  posteri¬ 
ty  I  If  siicb  be  your  gratitinlc,  jaiu  cannot

CALVIN  ON  KNOLKSil  MlssKItY.— NO.  1. 
Messrs.  Editoiis. —  i  am  enaseioas  «>l 
having  licen  a  great  disappointment  to  yo  i, 
as  respects  the  engagement  which  I  ha< 
tu  retofore  made  with  yon,  and  am  one  wlio 
justifies  you  in  the  rem.irks  wliicli  you  have 
iiiadc,  and  willingly  snhmit  to  all  that  ytai 
in.iy  think  proper  to  make  hcrealU'r.  Tin 
following  you  m  iy  pulilish  as  my  Krst  views 
upon  ih.at  suliject,  thniigli  brief,  and  arc  all 
that  are  necessary  to  njien  the  discussion. 

“Can  we  lielieve”  says  the  Univcrsalisi, 
“  in  sueli  a  ilocirinc?”  Believe  in  snch  n 
doctrine!  Why  not? — See  .Matthew  xxv  : 
4G.  “  And  tliese  sliall  gn  away  into  ever¬ 

lasting  punishment ;  hut  the  righteous  into 
life  eternal.*’  The  decl:ir;ilioiis  contained  in 
tliis  sentence  cannot  lie  sti  constrncil  ns  In 
do  away  the  doctrine  of  endless  punishment. 
First,  because  the  second  clmsc  of  the  sen¬ 
tence  contains  a  declaration  which  stands  in 
opimsition  with  the  declaration  contained 
in  the  first  clause  tif  tlie  same  sentence. — 
Wc  must  admit  this,  (tli.u  life  eternal  i> 
spoken  of)  and  ifwc  do,  we  nuisi  ceiiaiiily 
admit  the  dcclnratioti  in  tlie  first  clause  lil 
the  sentence  stands  coniicctcd  with  the  I  liter 
part  of  the  se.itence,  that  t!i:-re  is  tm  cadless 
punishineiit,  nernrding  to  o'.ir  mode  of  re¬ 
solving  language  intn  its  several  parts.  Do 
you  admit  tiiis?  If  you  eonirndict  or  deny 
tlie  declaration  spoken  of  in  tlie  first  clause 
of  the  sentence,  you  must  deny  that  life  eter¬ 
nal  is  spoken  of  in  Uie  latter  part  of  the 


Mime  sentence  ;  or,  if  you  admit  tlie  one, 
yon  must  also  ndiiiit  the  otiicr.  Suppose 
you  were  a  liehig  possessed  of  tlie  snim 
]Miwer  and  idiility  as  God,  «ir,  suppose  you 
were  God  himself,  and  among  your  siilijccis 
you  sliotiUI  select  one  and  say  to  liim,  if  yon 
leave  yiMir  couniry  for  the  piir|Miseof  turn- 
■  tig  traitor  for  the  sum  wliicIi  has  Ihsmi  of- 
fi  rad  you,  you  sliall  go  away  into  everlast¬ 
ing  puniKlinient,  and  tlie  remainder  of  my 
sniijecis  shall  go  into  life  eternal.  Would 
he  understand  you  tis  heing  one  of  the  tium-k 
•ler  that  shmild  receive  life  eternal  ? 

The  supposition  in  itself  contains  a  dec- 
lanilion  that  amounts  to  the  same  as  the  one 
wliieli  I  have  quoted,  and  is  precisely  the 
-iaiiie  thing,  ivlieii  we  ennsider  the  applica¬ 
tion  iinpartially.  Tliis  penalty  (death  eler- 
lal)  npjienrs  to  us,  at  tlie  first  view,  as  one, 
which  a  wise  and  pure  Being  would  not  iti- 
liet  iipoti  liis  siihjeets ;  hut  at  the  second 
ihonght  it  appears  just,  and  a  |ienalty  which 
I  wise  and  just  God  would  inlliet,  if  his  suli- 
eels  overliKiked  intentionnily,  liis  tleerees. 
riierefore,  admitting  ns  we  all  ihi,  licit  lu 
is  a  just  and  wise  (Jod,  his  prniilty  (death 
-lernal)  for  our  ilisolM-dienre,  in  the  present 
sphere  of  our  bein^  is  just,  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reason.  ruler  to  govern  his  subject' 
iiiist  have  laws,  and  peiiullies  iimst  Ih*  al- 
laehed  to  those  laws,  in  order  to  govern 
lliein  ;  for  a  law  without  u  penalty  would 
he  no  more  or  less  than  a  threa*,  which  no 
in:iii  would  (ear,  Tlierefore,  God,  in  o.aler 
to  govern  us,  has  attached  to  his  law,  a  pen- 
illy,  the  penalty  whicli  he  has  altaehed, 
eould  not  edeet  the  object  fiir  whicli  it  is 
cuh  uliiicd.  if  it  Wits  monient.-iry,  for  II. i - 
single  rensiiii ;  if  it  was  any  thing  U-ss  than 
death,  man  wnnld  overlook  the  laws  of  his 
God,  and  pay  no  at  enlion  to  Ihetn  as  an 
mirnly  sn;i  to  his  piircnls,  when  they  com- 
nnnd  and  urge  liim  In  leave  oil'  liis  former 
vicious  and  slothful  lirdiiis,  with  the  de¬ 
sign  1 1  promote  his  welfar.’,  as  well  ns  to 
make  him  an  ornnineiit  to  iliu  society  in 
which  lie  appears  to  lie  a  dreg.  Calvi.n.

Tlii.s  p:is.s.-in»  of  Si  rii  tore  is  Mippo-ed  I  y  ma¬ 
ny  to  militate  very  strongly  .against  tlie  doetrino 
of  the  iillini.itu  lioliiiess  and  li.appincss  of  .all 
men.  “IIow  is  it  possible,”  (ask  the  iippo- 
iieiits  of  this  diiclriiiu)  ‘‘for. my  one  to  ^et  to 
heaven  that  remains  unjust  and  filthy  still  T”— 
Now  wo  do  not  expci-taiiy  one  will  set  to  lic.v 
veii  and  lie  saved  while  lie  is  still  unjust  and 
filthy.  For  “  without  liolincss  no  man  can 
.see  tlioLord;”  and  “no  miele.aii  thiuf;'' can 
ever  enter  heaven.  Cut  what  then  ?  Docs 
llii.s  to.xt  assert  that  he  who  is  filthy  shall  eter. 
nally  remain  filthy?  and  that  he  who  i.s  unjust 
sli.all  nerer  liccome  just,  hut  eternally  remain, 
iiiijiist?  Oy  no  means.  Nor  is  stieli  an  idea 
oven  implied,  either  in  the  text  or  the  roiitoxt. 

Cut  s  niio  will  say  the  expressions,  “  let  him 
lie  iinjii-l  .still — let  him  he  filthy  still,”  imply 
that  the  individuals  spoken  of  should  for  even 
remain  luijiist  and  filthv  herniisc  the  word  still 
denotes  eontlnviinre.  Cut  let  us  ;i.sk,  does  the 
word  still  denote  endless  eontiniiaiir  e?  Let  tin 
ex.aiiiine  a  few  texts  and  see  if  siii-li  is  the 
niciniii"  of  till!  term.  Jeremiah  xlii :  10,“  If  ye 
will  still  ahidi!  in  this  land,  then  will  I  hnild 
yon,  and  not  pull  you  down,”  dee.  Does  this 
mean,  if  the  people  would  ttavally  abide  in 
that  land,  find  would  hnild  them  up?  John 
vii :  9. — “  When  he  had  said  these  words,  he 
aliodc  still  in  fiililee.”  Doe.s  tliis  imply  that 
Jesii.s  n.Ter  Ijt  Galilee?  .Ai  tsxv  .  34. — “Not- 
witlistanding,  it  pluiscd  Silas  to  abide  there 
still.”  Doe.s  this  imply  that  Silas  remained 
eternally  at  .Antioch  t  The  suppushiun  is  so 
absurd  it  refiitcs  itself 

Cut  says  the  ohjerlor,  “the  text  *  lie  that  is 
imjnst,  let  him  he  iinjiist  still,’  &c.  relates  to 
death  and  eternity — it  applies  to  n  future  state, 
and  signifies  that  if  the  subject  dic.s  unjust  or 
filthy,  lie  will  remain  iinjiist  and  fililiy  in  the 
eteriiiil  state.”  We  deny  that  such  is  the  mean¬ 
ing  or  application  of  tlic  text ;  and  call  on  the 
ohjertor  to  prove  it. 

Reader,  take  yoiir  Cilile-  and  examine  the 
text  again,  in  enimexinn  with  the  context.— 
The  preceding  and  following  verfos  (IClh.  and 
I2tli,)  read  thus: — “  ?cal  not  the  sayings  of 
the  propinrcy  of  this  honk :  for  the  time  is  at 
hand,  (lie  tint  is  iinjnst  let  him  Im!  niijiirt  stilt, 
lAc.)  And  BEiiof.D  I  coMK  ^uicklt:  .and  my 
rewnril  is  witli  me,  to  give  cverv  man  accord¬ 
ing  as  his  work  shall  ho.”

It  is  in  paiiipli* 
let  form,  33  pages  Id  mo.  neatly  covered  ami 
handsomely  executed.  It  contains  an  intro¬ 
duction,  chronology  and  analysis  of  the  hook 
of  Acts,  ami  an  exposition,  verse  hy  verse,  of 
the  1st  chapter  of  Acts  and  the  2d,  ns  fiir  as  the 
18th  verse.  It  contains  some  good  things,  hut 
on  the  whole,  is  cilcnlale  I  to  deceive  ami  mis¬ 
lead  the  public.  In  the  prospectus  tif  lUc  woik 
printed  «m  the  cover,  the  piihlislier  states  that 
“  ectry  thln^  oj  a  sect:irian  ihurncler  trill  he 
txJuded.”  Good!  very  g'ood.  Dot  behold  his 
consistency  !  In  this  very  miin'ier,  in  explain¬ 
ing  Act*  i:  17-  “he  [Judas]  was  numbered 
with  IIS,  and  had  obtained  part  of  this  minis* 
Irv,"  he  remarks,  “  m  niy  are  tivmlnrrd  with 
Christians  in  this  world,  who  will  he  rust  off  \i\ 
that  tchirh  is  to  come,”  Matthew,  \  ii :  23.  Now 
we  .ask,  liy  what  imlliority  has  he  applied  this 
text  or  the  one  rolerre  I  to  in  M  itihew  to  anoth¬ 
er  world  T  Surely  not  by  the  authority  of  the 
words  themselves,  nor  the  contexts,  nor  the 
authors  of  the  words.

Nei¬ 
ther  can  it  be  proved  from  Scripture.  “  Every 
thing  of  •  sectarian  character  will  be  exclu¬ 


ded”!  O  consi-tency  !  thou  art  a  jewel.  Had 
the  publisher  of  the  Daily  Verse  Expositor  sta¬ 
ted  in  his  pros|iectus  that  "every  thing  tif  a 
liberal  charact<‘r,or  diCerii  g  in  the  least  froml  he 
standard  of  moilern  Oitinshixy,  will  hccaieful- 
ly  excluded  from  the  work,”  hi;  would  have 
come  nnich  nearer  telling  the  truth.  Let  m.t 
the  ptddic  he  det  eived  hy  these  specious  pre¬ 
tences  <d'  Jieedom  from  sectarianism.  \\  hen 
the  Ethio|iian  will  idiange  his  skin  or  the  leo- 
pard  his  spots,  then  may  the  Oilhodox  issue 
publications  free  from  sectariani^m.

His  system  of  theology  i* 
a  peculiar  system,  aheut  ns  unintelligible,  vi- 
siotiary  and  untangihle,  ns  that  of  Einatiital 
Swedenborg.  For  as  notie  can  understand  the 
system  of  Swedenborg  except  by  the  science  of 
correspondences  and  the  admissioti  of  antw  and 
special  rex  elation  ibrougli  him  to  the  xvorld,  so 
tiotin  can  understand  or  be  beiiefitled  by  the 
transcemleiit  glories  of  Cnm|ibelli-.in,  except  hy 
the  i.'oclrine  of  baptism  and  the  admission  of 
Mr.C.'sdi  vine  ap|ioiiitmeiit  "to  restore  the  an¬ 
cient  order  of  things, "(xvliich  hy  the  bye  |;ruvce 
to  be  an  entirely  n/ic  order  of  things  imkiioxvn 
to  the  primitive  cimrcli,)  making  Christianity 
and  salvation  itself  to  consist  in  the  rile  of  bap¬ 
tism.  The  latter,  ns  xx-as  also  tin#  f;*rni.*r,  m  a 
man  of  somit  talent  and  ingenuity,  and  I1.19 
somctliingofa  ininiber  offidloxvers  at  the  xvest.
